OST poultry-keepers now recognise the 
M value of providing artificial light. for 
layers during winter months. And lest 
we forget that the time is upon us, here is a 
little reminder. If any substantia] advantage 
is to be gained from the use of artificial light 
in the poultry house do not postpone its in- 
stalment until bleak December. The days 
will begin to lengthen then, but it is while 
darkness falls early that the light is needed. 
You who have not already done so should 
not lose another day in “‘ lighting up”’ the 
laying house, 

The use of artificial light enables the birds 
to consume more food, and consequently pro- 
duce more eggs than if they were gs ar 
on the hours of daylight. Consequently ex- 
periments have proved that the little extra 
cost of providing the light is negligible com- 
pared to the increased production of the 
flocks. It will not cost more than one penny 
per day to light a laying house with 50 or 
60 birds, while the initial outlay on lamps, 
etc., should be easily repaid in one season. 
Artificial light is particularly useful when 
lavers are kept intensively, as it enables the 
birds to take more exercise.

Although it is never safe to prophesy, I 
feel that under the circumstances prevailing 
a word of warning may not be amiss in re 
gard to avoiding the waste of tubers, no 
matter how small.

on Bishop Berkeley has received various 
notice, and I am tempted to remark that 
the hero of tar-water and idealism was not 
the enly distinguished occupant of the See 
of Cloyne.. The last bishop before the 
amalgamation of the dioceses was 
Brinkley, who died in 1835, with a con- 
siderable reputation as a mathematician 
and astronomer. Bishop Woodward was 
also associated with Cloyne, and it was he 
who engaged in controversy with the witty 
Father O'Leary on the subject of the 
existence of purgatory. Brinkley was 
an Englishman and a striking example.

Che Beggar Nuisance. 


A rising tide of prosperity and of 
national self-comsciousness has done a 
great deal in recent years to do away 
with Ireland's age-old disgrace of pro- 
miscuous beggary.. The old Adam dies 
hard, and, as bad luck would have it, the 
late crisis in Northern industries has 
given the old trouble a chance to lift 
again its hydra head. Door-to-door beg- 
ging has grown to be an abundant 
nuisance in Belfast—normally signally 
free of this kind of thing—during the last 
half year, and that in spite of the admir- 
able arrangements that obtain there for 
relieving distress. The worst feature is 
the number of small children of tender 
years who tour from house to house, under 
cover of the darkness, at a time when they 
should be in bed. TPhey usually allege 
that their parents have sent them out, but 
it seems likely that not a: few of these 
youngsters have hit upon a, to them, 
satisfactory manner of acquiring the odd 
coppers which will buy them sweets or a 
seat in a cinema. Several persons with 
whom I have discussed this phenomenon 
are inclined to blame. very severely the 
use to which children have been put to 
collect money in the streets on flag days. 


Dickens in C hicago. 


I notice that the statistics of the free 
libraries of Chicago exhibit the in- 
habitants of the windy city as having 
taken to Victorian literature, and 
especially to Dickens. The librarians 
seem to think that this is. a resort to 
the “ literature of escape’’; for I suppose 
a diet of thrillers in the mode of Mr. 
Edgar Wallace would fall tiresome upon 
the palates that savour the real thing 
daily. Murder palls when you realise 
that you can get a man ‘bumped off”’ 
on the hire-purchase system. It is possible 
that, with Al Capone jailed, the gangster 
capital is at a loss for a professor in the 
gentle arts of villainy, and proposes to 
go to school with Fagin and learn the 
lore of false pretences from Mr. Jingle. 
Perhaps, on the other hand, the authors 
of this tendency in reading are among the 
utterers of ‘‘ wisecracks,”” who have 
realised that Dickens made popular the 
authentic type. Surely the spirit of Sam 
Weller lurks somewhere hind the 
picturesque jargon of the American 
Main Streeter. Indeed, it is a thesis 
that would repay development that much 
of the American temperament is pure 
Dickens. Who has not met a hundred 
American Pickwicks wandering in our 
hotels, or recognised Quilp and Squeers 
in films of American life when the villain 
squares his chin and rolls his cigar aéross 
his face? Is not, in fact, nine-tenths of 
the sentimentality of the silver screen 
referable to Little Nell? Yet what does 
Chicago say, I wonder, to Martin 
Chuzzlewit ?

SENATE. 


R T. W. WESTROPP - BENNETT 
(Chairman) presided at yesterday's 
meeting of the Senate.

Mr. JOHNSON said that the inclusion of 


Section 22 made the bill unacceptable, be-

Mr. CONNOLLY

Mr. FARREN suggested that this was a 
favourable opportunity of making it an 
offence to charge apprentices fees for learning 
their business.

With regard to Clause 22, he said that 
trade unionists would refuse to co-operate so 
ax as that clause remained in the bill. 

e Right Hon. A. JAMESON said he 
would like to know what would happen if 
the premiums were taken off. If they were 
done away with, would that mean that it 
would be left in tne hands of the people 
carr ng on the trade to say whether they 
would have apprentices or not? He believed 
there were trades which were confined to 
people that were already in those trades, and, 
therefore, the number that could be trained 
as apprentices was quite small. He asked 
the Minister whether this bill would open 
all trades for apprentices’ 

The MINISTER (Mr. McGilligan) said that 
so far as Section 22 was concerned, any 
amendment limiting the scope of the clause 
would have to be very carefully considered, 
and he would not agree to any amendment 
that would completely eliminate it. When 
the committees were set up they would see 
how the bill worked. They would lead to 
understanding in specified trades against the 
premium system. 

The second reading was agreed to. 


TOWN TENANTS BILL.

Sir John KEANE said that the housing 
question would never be settled through the 
medium of private enterprise unless security 
in the deuliuibien of capital was secured. 
He thought that the day was almost gone 
when new capital would be attracted to the 
building of houses for the wage-earners. 

Mr. FitzCERALD.KENNEY said that the 
bill was founded on the report of the Town 
Tenants’ Commission. It made it possible for 
the landlord and tenant, whenever both were 
satisfied, to come to an agreement, and it 
digcouraged them from going to court. It 
provided new machinery so that, as far as 
possible, recourse to the court should not 
take place. Instead of increasing the number 
of court cases the bill would result in a 
considerable decrease. 


Mr. COMYN, K.C., said that the state- 
ment by Sir John Keane that this class of 
legislation would deter people from investing 
their money in the construction of new houses 
was rather a belated argument. Thére were 
a great many things in that bill which would 
require the serious attention of that House. 
With great respect to the other House, he 
thought that they had sent forward a measure 
that was capable of improvement and 
modification in many respects. 

Continuing, Mr. COMYN said that the 
problem sought to be solved by the bill was 
a very difficult one, and the present measure 
would not be the last bill that would be 
brought on to deal with the matter. The 
bill was not in any way a drastic measure. 
The interests of all'parties must be considered, 
and not the least were the people who were 
supposed to the land owners. 

Mir. JOHNSON believed that the big 
majority of Town tenants who looked forward 
to this bill would not ba affected by it at all, 
and he would like the Minister to give them 
an estimate of the number of town tenants 
who might conceivably be brought within the 
bill, aa the number that would remain out- 
side its provisions. 

He said that even with this bill there was 
etill a considerable number of houses, nad 
ticularly in Dublin, where the‘tenants had no 
protection at all. 

The second reading was passed. 

The Committee stage of the Courts of Jus- 
tice (No. 2) Bill, 1931, was passed. 

The Committee stage of the Finance 
(Customs Duties) (No. 2) Bill, 1931, was also 
passed. The bill provides for a tariff on 
imported harness leather and manufacturea 
harness. 


CIRCUIT COURT RULES. 

Mr. MILROY moved a resolution approving 
of the Circuit Court Rules, and resolving that 
they should come into operation on January 
1st, 1932. 

Mr. DOWDALL, seconding, asked if an 
opportunity be given subsequently, if found 
necessary, for the revision of the scale of 
costs provided. 

Mr. FARREN pointed out that the rules 
previously submitted to the House provided 
free legal assistance for poor people. That 
provision was not made in the present rules, 
and they should not be passed until it is 
included. i 

Mr. COMYN, K.C., said that if thev pro- 
vided for free legal assistance it would be 
necessary to set up some sort of tribunal to 
consider if the person applying for the assist: 
ance had any sort of case. 

Mr. BROWN, K.C., said that the scale of 
costs fixed under the rules was too high. He 
did not, however see how they could prevent 
these rules from being passed for the present. 

Mr. O’FARRELL said that they were told 
by a very eminent lawyer that these law 
charges were too high. In the face of that 
statement he did not see how they could pass 
the rules. 

Mr. JAMESON said that if they did not 
deal with this matter immediately, they would 
bring about a very pitiful situation. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY, Free State 
Minister for Justicé, said that if the House 
rejected these rules they would not be re- 
jecting his rules, but the rules made hy the 
Rules Making Committee. The question of 
costs was gone into with the greatest care 
possible. He asked them not to deprive the 
litigants of the country of their richts by 
deprivine the Circuit Court of its Rules.

THE JUDGMENT. 


—— 


Mr. Justice Avory said the indictment was 

under Section 84 of the Larceny Act, 1861. 
In the first two counts it charged Lord 
Kvisant with FS accounts that he 
knew to be false in a material particular, 
he being a director of the Royal il Steam 
Packet Co., Ltd., with intent to deceive share- 
holders. The third count charged him that 
he as a director of that company published a 
prospectus inviting subscriptions to a deben- 
ture issue with intent to induce persons to 
subscribe or advance money to the company. 
- Before the appellant pleaded an application 
was made by Sir John Simon on his behalf 
that further particulars should be given by 
the prosecution about mavters alleged in that 
decument be false. Mr. Justice Wright 
adjourned his. decision on that application 
until he had heard the opening of the case 
fo) ihe prosecution.

AUTHORITIES QUOTED. 


Mr. Justice Avory referred to authorities, 
“which, in our view,” he said, “ support 
the view of the law expressed by Mr. Justice 
Wright.” In a case in 1900 concerning a 
company and its prospectus, Lord ac- 
naghten said—‘ It is a trite observation that 
every document as against its author must be 
read in the sense which it was intended to 
convey, and everybody knows that sometimes 
half the truth is no better than a downright 
falsehocd,”’ 

In another case, where the House of Lords 
were construing the effect of the prospectus 
of a company which was formed to take over 
the business of another company, 
Chelmsford said—‘ It cannot be denied that 
if the condition of the firm had been dis- 
closed the result must have been their 
stoppage, and no hope would have been en- 
vertained of establishing a joint stock com- 
pany on the basis of a concern in such a 
state. The foundation of the projected com- 
pany was, therefore, necessarily laid in con- 
cealment, and to render the scheme attractive 
to the public the promoters were not only 
compelled to hide the truth, but to give such 
colour to the statements put forth in the 
prospectus as to render them, though per- 
haps literally true; yet in the sense in which 
they must have known them to be under- 
stood by the public, to be really false.” 


SUMMING UP SUPPORTED. 


In the opinion of this Court, said Mr. 
Justice 'Avory, these authorities are sufficient 
to support the summing-up of Mr. Justice 
Wright so far as it consisted ot any direction 
on the question of jaw arising in this case. 
It is true that they are opinions expressed in 
civil proceedings, but we think they are none 
the less applicable in this case. 

In the present case we find that the judge, 
on more than one occasion, specifically called 
the attention of the jury to the distinction 
they must’ bear in mind” between a possible 
civil liability and a criminal] liability. In the 
opinion of this Court, there was ample 
evidence upon which the jury could come to 
conclusion that this document, the 
prospectus, was false in a material particular, 
in that it conveyed a false impression. 

The falsity in this case consists in putting 
before intending investors, as material upon 
which they can exercise a judgment as to the 
existing position of the company, figures 
which apparently disclose the existing posi- 
tion, bat. in fact, conceal it. 

In. other words, the document implied that 
the compeuy was in a sound financial position 
and @pfudent investor could safely invest 


i in its ‘debéntures: 


This implication arises particularly from 
the statement that dividends had been 
regularly paid over a term of years, although 
times had been bad—a statement which is 
entirely misleading—and the fact that they 
were not paid out of current earnings, but out 
of earnings in the abnormal! War period, is 
omitted. 

The further question is: whether there was 
evidence upon which the jury could properly 
find that the appellant knew that this docu- 
ment was false. There was evidence that the 
document was false in the particulars already 
indicated. There was ample evidence upon 
which the jury could find that the appellant 
knew of its falsity, knowing as he did of the 
means by which the dividends had been paid. 


APPEAL DISMISSED. 


In the result we come, without hesitation, 
to the conclusion that in the summing-up, 
regarded as a whole, there was no misdirec- 
tion, that there was ample evidence upon 
which the verdict of the jury can be 
supported, and that thts appeal must be dis- 
missed. 

Mr. Singleton called attention to the fact 
that there was an appeal also against the 
sentence. 

Mr. Justice Avory said that the Court had 
considered that matter, but would hear any- 
thing that counsel had to say. 

Mr. Singleton said he desired to add a 
word, though not on the express instructions 
of Lord Kylsant, to whom the conviction was 
the great thing that mattered. The court 
knows his age, and has seen his record in 
public and private life. Lord Plender, in 
the course of his evidence, said that Lord 
Kylsant had offered every possible facility 
from the time inquiries were set on foot. 
Sir William McClintock agreed that that was 
so. The debenture issue was in June, 1928. 
Thereafter the company paid a _ dividend 
which would have entitled Lord Kylsant to 
draw a commission, but he did not draw it, 
because he did not’ wish to do so. 

After a short consultation between the three 
judges Mr. Justice Avory observed that the 
court could see no reason why the sentence 
passed on the appellant should be altered. 

The appeal against the sentence was also 
dismissed. : 

Mr. Singleton—There is only one other 
matter which requires your lordships’ con- 
sent. May Lady Kylsant and his son-in-law 
be allowed to see Lord Kylsant ? 

Mr. Justice Avory—Certainly.

CORK, Wednesday. 

At a meeting of the Cork Corporation 
the question of rebuilding the City Hall was 
considered. The discussion arose out of the 
recommendation of the Joint Housing and 
Finance Committee, which stated that the 
Munster and Leinster Bank would offer tem- 
porary accommodation to the extent “i 
£100,000 for building and other purposes, the 
sum to ke repaid by the issue oi Corporation 
Stock at a later date. They recommended the 
acceptance of this offer, and that the greater 
pos of the money should be expended on a 

ousing scheme, the remainder to be added 
to the City Hall Fund. 

Mr. Ellis said that there was at present 
£15,000 to the credit of the City Hall Fund, 
and, in his opinion, work should be started ut 
once. The rebuilding had been put off for 
many years, but the plans were now ready 
and they should invite tenders. 

Mr. Barry said that he supposed Cork was 
the only borough in Great Britain or Ireland 
without a City Hall. 

Dr. J. C. Foley said that a great deal of 
the money that the hospitals were getting 
from sweepstakes was liquid and ready for 
investment, and he thought the Council should 
appeal to the owners of that capital. : 

Mr. Ellis said that, as far as the hospitals 


were concerted, the North and South In-' 


firmaries had stated some months ago that 
they would be willing to invest £20,000 each.

Northern Education Committees Oppose 
Proposed “Cuts” in Grants. 


From Ovrn Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 


HE annual meeting of the Association 
3 of Northern lreland Education Com- 
mittees was held this afternoon in the 
College of Technology, Belfast, Mr. James 
Blane, J.P., President, presiding. 

Mr. W. Dawson, hon. secretary, submitted 
the report of the Executive Council, which 
dealt with the report of the committee set 
up by the Northern Ministry ef Finance to 
consider the financial relations between the 
State and the local authorities. 

“The Executive Council are of opinion,” 
the report stated, ‘‘that the Financial Rela- 
tions Committee has had no definite evidence 
to justify its strictures on technical educa- 
tion, and. furthermore, has not adequately 
apprehended the ultimate result of its recom- 
mendation in regard to the proposed reduction 
in ‘unit’ value of the attendance grant. 

‘The proposed reduction is too drastic, and 
it would undoubtedly discourage very 
seriously, not only the development, but the 
continuance, in its present state, of efficiency 
of this important and popular educational 
service. 

“The value of the ‘unit,’ as at present 
estimated, is over 14s. To reduce this value 
to 8s. is merely another way of saying that 
technical education has outlived its useful- 
ness. The thousands of Northern Ireland 
men and women whe are now in positions of 
life which they would never have had a 
chance to reach but for the opportunity 
afforded by technical schools supply a con- 
vincing answer to this suggestion. 

“The Council feel very strongly that 
technical education in Northern Ireland 
must not be allowed to fall into the inferior 
position to which it would be relegated it 
the recommendations of the Financial Rela- 
tions Committee were adopted, and thev 
suggest that the portions of the report deal- 
ing with the matter, together with Mr. Bona- 
narte Wyse's reservation. in which he states 
that the lowest figure that shovld be fixed 
for technical education as a constituent of the 


new composite grant is 15s. per ‘unit’ (a, 


statement with which the Council agree), 
should he the subvéct of further investigation

educational service will seriously cripple its 
usefulness.”’ é:

The President, in his address, said that he 
was sure that many of the recommendations 
put forward in the Financia] Relations Com- 
mittee report would be received with deter- 
mined opposition by many of the education 
authorities in Northern Ireland and by this 
association. Mr. Blane added that, if neces- 
sary, a special meeting of the Association 
would be called to safeguard their interests 
in the matter. :

Checkmate. 


The Free State Government is a watch- 
ful guardian of the public welfare. By 
the bill which was hurried through the 
Dail yesterday, will be taken by the Senate 
to-day, and will become law immediately, 
it averts an economic danger of some 
magnitude. Within the next few weeks 
British Government will take 
measures to check the flood of foreign 
imports; and it is not less certain that 
much of the flood then would be diverted 
to an Ireland which had not taken similar 
precautions. If we may change the 
metaphor, Mr. Blythe’s new bill locks the 
stable-door before the steed has been 
Disconsolate ‘‘dumpers’’ will be 
unable to swamp the Free State’s markets 
with the goods which England is pre- 
paring to reject. As Mr. Blythe ex- 
plained yesterday, his bill is not aimed 
against the normal import of cheap goods 
from foreign countries, but only against 
the invasion of such goods 
ordinary and unprecedented scale.’’ So 
long as the bill operates the Executive 
Council will be master of the economic 
situation. Whenever an abnormal import 
of any foreign product is threatened, the 
Executive Council, on the advice of its 
Finance Minister, can «ill the danger 
instantly by means of a heavy Customs 
duty. Two precautions are taken against 
any abuse of this power. The duty must 
be ratified by the Dáil within ten days 
of the Executive Council's action; and 
thereafter its merits or demerits will be 
referred to the calm scrutiny of the Tariff 
Commission. All parties in the Dúil 
endorsed the measure; for its need is 
manifest.

The reality of the menace is 
proved by the feverish activity which 
prevails now at the port of London. Vast 
quantities of foreign goods are being 
poured into the capital; the quays are 
crowded with bales, and stevedores are 
working over-time.

If Mr. Blythe’s Government 
had not taken action, a stroke of the 
British Prime Minister’s pen might divert 
masses of this merchandise to the Irish 
shore. 

England will envy the Free State's 
quickness of decision; for she cannot act 
until the reconstructed Cabinet meets, and 
even then her course will be embarrassed 
by many difficulties. It is believed that 
the National Government contemplates 
the immediate introduction of a bill which 
will authorise the issue of Orders ip 
Council for the checking of abnormal 
imports by means of emergency duties. 
This method, however, 
delay of some three weeks, during which 
enormous quantities of foreign goods could 
be put upon the English markets. If 
Parliament chose to empower the Govern- 
ment to prohibit excessive imports, with- 
out the imposition of duties, ‘‘ dumping — 
could be stopped instantly ; but Britain's 
commercial treaties with various foreign 
countries present a formidable obstacle. 
The suggestion is made in Conservative 
quarters that the Government might secure 
Orders in Council without resort to Par- 
liament, and afterwards might safeguard 
itself with an Act of Indemnity. Here 
again there are important reasons why

bold action, On the whole, it is probable

Sport and Patriotism. 

France, more fortunate financially than 
her neighbours, is able to seek useful 
avenues of spending. Yesterday M. Laval, 
the Premier, received a delegation from 
the National Sports Committee, and 
imparted to its members the gratifying 
information that the Government intended 
to press for a vote of £240,000 in aid of 
the French National Sports development 
scheme. The money, as we understand, 
will be devoted chiefly to the Provision of 
grounds throughout France. This move 
is a logical step in France’s recent policy 
towards sport, which rapidly has been 
developing into a subsidised “ industry. 
An Under-Secretary for Physical Educa- 
tion, whose function is to watch over all 
athletic enterprise, is a member of the 
French Cabinet, and he—or his deputy— 
attends officially every contest of any real 
importance. Already this intensive sport- 
ing culture has produced results, which 
appear the more remarkable when we 
remember that, less than a generation ago, 
the usual concept of a Frenchman was an 
excitable person with mustachios, in a 
stove-pipe hat, a flowing black tie and 
buttoned boots. To-day France is in the 


first rank of lawn tennis; probably she 


would have become pre-eminent in Rugby 
football if her authorities had been able 
to manage her players; her boxers are 
renowned ; in Association football she beat 
England last year with comparative ease, 
and in field events her teams are treated 
with the utmost seriousness by all who 
meet them. France, in an athletic sense, 
‘has arrived.”’ ) 

Yet there is a fly in this French oint- 
ment of rapid advance, which became very 
noticeable when an international Rugby 
team, before a vital match, adopted the 
Verdun slogan, “On ne passera pas." 
The French attitude, of course, was per- 
fectly logical—when is a French attitude 
anything else?—-for the teams had been 
trained, not in the traditions of the village 
greens, with their geniality and hearty 
rivalries, but in thoge of the Grande 
Armée, 
on the playing-field is out of place and is 
not sport; and France’s errors have been 
largely due to the official fathering of her 
games and athletics. Very different is 
General O’ Duffy’s admirable plan to foster 
athletics in the Free State under the mgis 
of the National Athletic and Cycling 
which, with regard to 
athletics, now combines the functions pre- 
viously exercised by the Gaelic Athletic 
Association and the Irish Amateur 
Athletic Association.

Royal Palaces. 


Republican sentiment, after the first 
flush of revolutionary zeal has subsided, 
is very careful of the relics of that royalty 
which it has deposed. Visitors to 
Tsarskoe Selo are conducted decorously by 
a Soviet guide through the rooms of 
Nicholas II.’s palace, which are preserved 
exactly as they were left by the Romanoffs. 
Republican France parades Versailles 
before the foreigner with conscious, if 
illogical, pride, and it is not unlikely that 
even the Bastille—hated emblem of 
“ privilege ’’ and tyranny—would be 
among French exhibits to-day if it had 
survived that furious July 14th in 1789. 
Now history repeats itself in Madrid, where 
the authorities have thrown open the 
Palacio de Oriente, whose site for some 
fifteen centuries has been the home of 
power in the peninsula. The present 
palace was designed for Philip V. in 1764, 
and it was a foreign king, Joseph Bona- 
parte, who pulled .down five hundred 
houses, a church and several convents to 
clear the circular plaza; across which the 
wayfarer first sees it. Its predecessor was 
burned down thirty years before, and itself 
replaced a line of castles on that cliff top 
above the Manzanares, which thus pre- 
serves an almost unbroken succession of 
authority in Castile since the days of the 
Goths. Many priceless treasures, religious 
and secular, will be open now to the in- 
spection of the public. Nevertheless, visits 
to the deserted halls of monarchy must 
leave mixed feelings, that in the case of 
the Palacio de Oriente are not cheered by 
a distant view of the Escurial, which the 
gloomiest of Spanish monarchs built to 
suit his sombre moods, and to house the 
bones of dead kings. Spain, however, has 
not yet settled down to stability under her 
new régime, and it is not impossible 
that the Palacio de Oriente may 
know the thrill which the Tuileries knew 
twice—once, when the soldiers of the 
Grand Armée swept the returned 
Napoleon to its doors, and thirty-eight 
years later when the Second Empire was 
proclaimed. 


The Restorer’s Task.

Lord Elgin put 
a stop to the practice when he forbade the 
Parthenon marbles to be restored, and, a, 
a rule, since scientific excavation began, 
any restoration has been forbidden. 
Recent years, however, have seen a change 
of policy. The French excavators have re- 
erected a building at Delphi. Sir Arthur 
Evans has dome a certain amount of 
restoration at Cnossus ; in this case it was 
necessary in order to clear the sites and to 
make them intelligible, and the work has 
been executed with notable taste and skill.

All this business of 
restoration must be viewed from two 
aspecta. On the oné hand, the expert 
wishes to study ancient workmanship, un- 
encumbered by modern additions;; On the 
other hand, respect must be paid to the 
ordinary cultivated public; who wish to 
recover the general effect of an ancient 
masterpiece of building or @#tatuary, and 
can form a better idea from a skilfully 
executed restoration than from a dis- 
membered ruin. Excess on one side or 
the other involves either pedantry or 
falsification. . ' 


FRENCH SUBSIDY 
FOR SPORT. 


GOVERNMENT PLAN TO 
GRANT £240,000.

PARIS, Wednesday. 

The latest world’s ' record ” in sport 
is the proposal of the French Government 
to vote a credit of £240,000 to the French 
national sports development scheme. This 
is probably the biggest windfall sport has 
ever received from a Government. 

The intention of the Government to 
press for the voting of this huge sum was 
revealed by the French Prime Minister 
(M. Laval) when he received a delegation 
of the National Sports Committee to-day. 

Most of it will be applied to the pro- 
vision of sports grounds all over the 
country. 

Sport in France is a _ subsidised 
“industry.” The French Cabinet in- 
cludes an Under-Secretary for Physical 
Education, whose function it is to see 
that sport of all kinds is properly ad- 
ministered and encouraged. The Under- 
Secretary, or his deputy, represents the 
Government at all big sports events. 

France has found sport a national asset. 
Under the beneficent eye of the Government 
she has developed her lawn tennis to such 
a pitch of perfection that she has reigned 
supreme as the holder of the Davis Cup 
for the last five years. She ses one 
of the world’s finest athletes in Jules 
Ladoumegue, who holds five world’s 
“records.” Last year at Colombes she 
beat England at Rugby football by 14 
points to 13. She has also beaten Scot- 
land, Ireland and Wales. 

She has two of the finest swimmers in 
the world in Jean Taris and Yvonne 
Godard, both of whom hold world's 
““records.”” She defeated England at 
soccer last year by 5 goals to 2. A fort- 
night ago one of her boxers, Young Perez, 
won the world’s fly-weight championship 
by knocking out Frankie Genaro.

STATEMENT ISSUED BY ES.B. 


HE Electricity Supply Board has hai 
under close examination during the 
ast five months the estimated annual ex- 
penditure of the Shannon undertaking 
related to the present income and pros- 
pective income during the next few years 
from the sale of electrical energy. As a 
result of this investigation the Board has 
come to the conclusion that if it is to be 
prepared to meet its obligations fully 
under the Electricity (Supply) Act, 1927, 
certain rates of charge must be increased. 
Section -21 of the Act. which defines the 
responsibilities of the Board in regard to 
the fixing of rates and scales of charges 
jor electricity, reads as follows: — 


(1) All charges made by the Board 
on or before the appointed day for 
electricity (whether derived from the 
Shannon works or otherwise) sold by 
it in bulk or direct fo consumers and 
for coods sold or services rendered by 
it, shall be fixed at such rates and on 
such scales as are, in the opinion ol 
the Board, most conducive to the 
Board being, from and after the said 
appointed day, in a _ position to 
conply with the next following Sub- 
Section of this Section. 


(2) All charges made. by the Boara 
after the appointed day for electricity 
(whether derived from’ the Shannon 
works or otherwise) sold by it in bulk 
or direct to consumers, and for goods 
sold and services rendered by it, shall 
be fixed at such rates and on such 
scales that the revenue derived in any 
vear by the Board from such sales and 
sexvices tovether with its revenue (if 
anv) in such year from other sources 
will be sufficient, and only sufficient 
(as nearly as may be), to pay all 
salaries, working expenses, and other 
outgoings of the Board properly 
chargeable to income in that year (in- 
cluding the payments falling to be 
made in such year by the Board to 
the Minister for Finance in respect 
of interest and sinking fund pay 
ments on advances out of the Centra! 
Fund), and such sums as the Board 
mar think proper to set aside in that 
vear for reserve fund, extensions, re- 
newals, depreciation, loans, and other 
like purposes.

NO ALTERNATIVE. 


In taking this step to increase rates of 
charge the Board wishes to assure all 
consumers that it is doing so to ensure

A HEAVY BURDEN.

With only five hundred miles to com- 
plete their journey to Cape Town, they bid 
fair to beat the existing ‘‘ record ” of 64 
days set up by the late Commander Glen 
Kidston by at léast one day. 

When Miss Salaman, who is only nine- 
teen, arrived at Kimberley at 6.55 p.m. 
(local time) yesterday, she announced that 
she would not take off on the final stage of 


Miss SaLaman. 


her enterprise until three o'clock this 
morning. This is the first time she has 
allowed herself even the semblance of a 
night's rest. 

It was hoped that she might have 
reached Czpe Town before one o'clock this 
morning (11 p.m. G.M.T.), in which case 
she would have completed the flight in the 
wonderful time of only five days. It 
should be remembered that Glen Kidston's 
‘‘ record ’’ was made in a faster and larger 
machine. 

TREES SHOT DOWN. 

Miss Salaman told Reuter’s Correspon- 
dent how she had made a forced landing 
between Abercorn and Broken Hill, and 
had had to spend the preceding night in 
the bush. 

‘“It was a terrifying experience,” she 
said. ‘‘ When daylight came we found 
that the 'plane was trapped by trees and 
saplings fringing game tracks. Levelling 
the ground for the take-off proved easier 
than getting rid of the obstructions, until 
I had a brain-wave and brought down the 
saplings by piercing their stems with 
revolver shots. The bigger tree stumps 
were levelled with gunpowder and the 
elephant tracks were filled in with earth.’’ 

It is feared that the closing stages of 
this remarkable flight will be very 
arduous ; for a vicious south-easter is now 
sweeping over the Peninsula.

From Our OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 
HE milk “war ” in Belfast was con- 
tinued to-day with unabated activity, 
and there appears to be a smaller quantity 
of milk reaching the city. In the country 
districts pickéts are active endeavouring to 
prevent those who supply milk below the 
price fixed by the Farmers’ Union, viz., 
ls. 4d. per gallon, from continuing the 
practice. The farmers claim this winter 
price, and the “ war ” has started because 
the Retail Milk Dealers’ Association is 
only prepared to continue the price of ls. 
per gallon. 

Reports from various parts of County 
Antrim show that pickets moving about 
the country in motor cars have warned 
people not to supply any more milk. In 
some cases they have visited farmers’ 
byres in the early morning before the usual 


‘milking time and milked the cows, after- 


wards tossing the milk into drains. This 
practice is increasing, and farmers declare 
that, even if they are willing to sell the 
milk, they are being prevented by the 
activity of the pickets. ' 


ARMED ESCORTS. 


Milk yans, with strong police escorts, 
armed with rifles, this morning went out 
to the rural areas, but were virtually 
unable to obtain milk. A police tender in 
the Ballymena district this morning came 
upon six men busily engaged emptying 
cans which were on the roadside awaiting 
the collecting vans. They took the six 
into custody and lodged them in the Bally- 
mena police barracks. 

The police are more active in the County 
Down districts, and there was less tree- 
cutting this morning. . There was no inter- 
ference here with the collecting vans, and 
the quantity of milk which these secured 
in the Saintfield area was larger than 
usual. A tree-cutting party was surprised 
in the Carryduff area about six o'clock 
this morning by a police patrol. The 
tree-cutters decamped as soon as the police 
came on the scene, but one man was 
arrested and brought to the Carryduff 
Police Barracks. He was released after 
giving his name and address. In other 
cases the police came upon pickets await- 
ing collecting vans, but the pickets with- 
drew when the armed police patrols made 
their appearance. 

In the Ligoniel district, near Belfast. 
two police constables encountered a picket 
of about fifteen men close to a producer’s 
premises. Several men entered the 
premises and spilled sixteen gallons of 
milk. 


SCOTTISH MILK. 


A feature of the dispute is the increased 
supplies which are now reaching Belfast 
from Scotland. To-day nearly treble the 
quantity reached Belfast as compared with 
Tuesday. There were less disturbances 
between pickets and lorry-drivers this 
morning owing to the presence of more 
armed police, but the pickets are now 
concentrating in preventing farmers not 
members of the union supplying the 
collecting vans. 

The driver of the van which broke 
through the barricade at Clady Corner 
yesterday did not visit the district this 
morning, but was able to get supplies 
from another source. He was warned that, 
if he went back to the district, his lorry 
would be burned. 


SUPPLIES STOPPED. 


Rathkenny Creamery, near Ballymena, 
which supplies Belfast with upwards of 
900 gallons of milk daily, have ceased 
supplies after hearing a deputation of the 
Ulster Farmers’ Union. Braid Creamery 
have also ceased supplying Belfast. 


BOUND TO THE PEACE. 


At a special Court, which was held in 
Ballymena yesterday, William Crawford, 
of Creavery, Randalstown, and Hamilton 
Crawford, of Thornhill, Antrim, 
bound over to keep the peace, the former 
in £50 and the latter in £10, with sureties. 
They were charged, with five other defen- 
dants, who were acting as pickets in the 
milk “ war,” of being guilty of conduct 
likely to lead to a breach of the peace. 

Evidence was given that they went to a 
house at Teeshan, near Ballymena, early 
yesterday morning, and spilled milk, and 
William Crawford struck a woman. They 
tried to stop the milk supplies from other 
houses. 

The cases against the other defendants 
were dismissed. 


DAIRYMAN’S 


ACCIDENT WHILE COLLECT- 
ING MILK. 


The “ milk war ” was the indirect cause 
of a distressing accident which occurred 
last night at Hyde Park, near Glen- 
gormley. A lorry, in which Thomas 
Connor, a dairyman, of Whitewell, and 
his brother were collecting milk under 
cover of darkness, failed to negotiate a 
bend in the road, and toppled into a mill- 
pond, 

A milk can struck Connor on the head, 
and when assistance arrived it was found 
that his skull had been fractured, and 
death must have been instantaneous. 

The brother of the dead man, Francis 
Connor, was also thrown into the pond. 
but managed to scramble on to the roof 
of the lorry, and escaped unhurt.

CHINA'S NEW NOTE 
TO LEAGUE. 


SEIZURE OF SALT MINE 
REVENUE. 

The Chinese Government has handed to 
the Secretariat of the League of Nations 
a new Note containing serious complaints 
concerning the attitude of Japan in 
Manchuria ' 

The Chinese Government reiterates its 
firm determination never, in any circum. 
stances, to agree to negotiations under 
pressure of military occupation (says an 
Exchange telegram), and confidently looks 
to members of the League of Nations and 
to the United States not to suffer the 
flouting of the Covenant of the League, the 
Pact of Paris, and the Washington Nine- 
Power Treaty. 

In.a memorandum appended to this new 
Note, the Chinese Government accuses the 
Japanese militaiy authorities of seizure of 
revenues from the salt mines in Manchuria 
to a total of 750,000 dollars. 

This revenue, says the memorandum, is, 
in fact, security for various foreign loans, 
and to tamper with it is a violation of 
international obligations. 

A message from Tokyo says that M. 
Briand’s suggestion that the Sino-Japanese 
treaties should be submitted to arbitration 
is unacceptable to Japan. Official opinion 
in Tokyo is that the League of Nations 


cannot effect any good until it recognises 
that Japan is primarily defending the 
sanetity of logally-ratified treaties.

i R. JUSTICE AVORY, who with 
Justices Branson and Humphreys 
constituted the Court of Criminal Appeal, 
yesterday in the Law Courts, London, 
delivered the Court’s considered judgment 
in the appeal by Lord Kylsant against his 
conviction at the Old Bailey, London, on 
July 30 last. | 
The appeal was dismissed and the 
sentence of twelve months’ iamprisonment 
in the second division confirmed. 

Lord Kylsant, with his solicitor and the 
Earl of Coventry, his son-in-law, was 
driven in his car to the Law Courts shortly 
before ten o'clock. He paced the crypt in 
earnest conversation with his companions

for a quarter of an hour before surrender- 
ing to his bail. 

Lord Kylsant went to a private room 
below the court, and there he was visited 
by one of his counsel, Mr. J. E. Singleton, 
K.C., who had a short consultation with 
him before the sitting of the Court. 


THE JUDGMENT. 


Mr. Justice Avory, giving judgment, 
said that the legal authorities in the view 
of the Court supported the view of the 
judge at the trial in construing the section 
under which Lord Kylsant was charged. 

There was ample evidence on which the 
jury could find the prospectus was false 
in a material particular, and there was 
ample evidence on which the jury could 
find that Lord Kylsant knew of the falsity 
of the decument. | 

Mr. Singleton, K.C. (for Lord Kylsant), 
pointed out there was an appeal against 
sentence too, and called the attention of 
the Court to Lord Kylsant’s public ser- 
vices and the assistance given in connec- 
tion with the prosecution. 

Mr. Justice Avory said the Court had 
considered the matter and confirmed the 
sentence. 

A little note, hastily scribbled by the 
Earl of Coventry. and handed to a warder 
sitting in the dock, was the means by 
which Lord Kylsant first heard his fate in 
the Court of Criminal Appeal. 


POSSIBILITY OF AN APPEAL. 


It is understood that it is probable that 
Lord Kylsant will appeal to the House of 
Lords against the decision of the Court 
of Appeal, but nothing definite has been 
settled. Before such an appeal can be 
made it is necessary to obtain the permis- 
sion of the Attorney-General, and many 
formalities have to be gone through. 


DRIVEN TO JAIL. 


Shortly after the appeal had been dis- 
missed Lord Kvylsant entered a taxi-cab 
and was driven from the Law Courts to

EARL OF CARRICK 
DEAD. 


AN ACTIVE CAREER.

The Earl of Carrick, O.B.E., died in 
Florida on Tuesday, in his fifty-eighth year. 
This earldom, says 7'he 7'imes. which is in the 
peerage of Ireland, created in 1748, has no 
relation to the ancient Scottish Earldom of 
Carrick. now held by the Prince of Wales, 
by an Act of the Scottish Parliament passed 
in 1469. The Irish Earls of Carrick have a 
common origin with the Marquesses of 
Ormonde. 

Charles Ernest Alfred French Somerset 
Butler was the elder son of the sixth earl, 
and was born on November 15th. 1873. He 
was educated at Repton and Sandhurst, and 
received his commission in the King’s Own 
Yorkshire Light Infantry, and was after- 
wards Major and Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel 
R.A.8S.C. In 1909 he succeeded his father as 
seventh Farl of Carrick, and as fourteenth 
Viscount - Ikerrin in the peerage . of 
Ireland, and was created Baron Butler 
of Mount Juliet. County Kilkenny, in 
the peerage of the United Kingdom, 
m July, 1912. From 1913 to 1915 
he was Comptroiler of the Household of the 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, and was a 
D.L..of County Kilkenny. He was formerly 
an inspector of the Irish Department of Aari- 
culture. In the War he was temporary 
D.A.A.. Q.M.G., Machine Gun Corps in 1916, 
Staff-Captain from 1916 to 1918. and A.A.G. 
from 1918, and was made 0.B.E. 

Lord Carrick was an. amateur actor of 
repute, and he appeared at the Coliseum in 
1913 in a sketch in which he played the part 
of a Mutiny veteran compelled by reverses 
to sell his Victoria Cross and his medals. 
He married, in 1898, Ellen Rosamond Mary, 
daughter of the late Lieutenant-Colonel H. 
Gore Lindsay, of Glasnevin, and had five 
sons and two daughters. He is succeeded by 
his eldest son, Theobald Walter Somerset 
Henry Viscount Ikerrm, who was born in 
May, 1903, twin with his brother, Horace. 
The new ‘peer married, in YO, Marion C, 
Edwards, daughter of Mr. D. C. Donoghue, 
of Philadelphia.

In that event it 
was Íeared that large guantities of goods 
which had been intended for export to 
that country might be diverted to the Free 
State. The object, he insisted, was 
not to prevent the importation of cheap 
goods, provided that they were not being 
dumped at prices below cost of production. 

This was at 3.30. Deputies had their 
first sight of the text of the bill imme- 
diately after, and at seven o'clock the 
second reading was called. Between then 
and half-past nine the bill cantered 
through all its stages. 


NOT LONG ENOUGH. 


Its first reception was decidedly en- 
couraging. Mr. Lemass, following the 
Minister as Fianna Fáil s spokesman, was 
in magnanimous mood. “'' tt ie our inten- 
tion,” he said. “ to support this bill. The 
Minister for Finance gave a lucid account 
of the dangers that might arise in the 
event of a protectionist policy being fol- 
lowed by Great Britain, and I do not think 
he exaggerated the position. The only 
fault we might find is that the Statute will 
be kept on the books for only nine 
months.’’ 

Mr. Corish expressed the Labour Party's 
approval, adding only the wish that the 
Government would go further and do 
something to “ build up industry; and 
then came Mr. Anthony. He, along with 
the other ' lost sheep’’ of the Labour 
Party, Mr. Morrissey, had returned to the 
House, but not to the fold. They had 
entrenched themselves immediately behind 
the Labour benches, with the occupants of

The attack on the Government began 
with Mr. Derrig, who, in a speech which 
would have made a nervous Englishman's 
flesh creep, predicted a dire fate for 
England, and drew the moral that this 
bill was an extraordinary commentary on 
the past policy of the Executive Council 
in linking the Free State’s fortunes with 
those of Great Britain. 
for his colleague, Mr. Briscoe, to embark 
on a detailed discussion of the financial 
relations of Great Britain and the Free 
State, until he was obliged, not without 
strong protest, to leave the subject of 
currency and deal with that contained in 
the bill.

FAINT PRAISE. 


Then came Mr. Heffernan, the Minister 
for Posts and Telegraphs (but referred to 
by the Opposition for purposes of invective 
as the leader of the Farmers’ Party), 
damning the new tariff with faint praise ; 
and finally Mr. Hogan, the Minister for 
Agriculture, making the blunt assertion 
that the tariff would have no material 
benefit. but that its value lay in the fact 
that, when the farmers realised how value- 
less it was, they would appreciate the 
worth of the “ professional politicians” 
who had advocated it. 

Mr. Hogan never argues with the Opposi- 
tion; he merely tells them where they are 
wrong. He is the Professor of Agricul- 
ture, the Chamber is his lecture theatre. 
and the occupants of the opposite benches 
are a class of extraordinarily backward 
pupils.

GETTING TO WORK.

The Times to-day remarks in a leading 
article :——A large meeting of Conservative 
members of Parliament on Tuesday de- 
cided, very wisely, to abstain from a 
resolution pressing for the immediate 
introduction of tariffs. To have passed 
such a resolution before the new Govern- 
ment had even been formed would. indeed. 
have shown a disconcerting lack of 
political perspective; and to have passed 
it, even if the new Government had been 
formed, would have betrayed a complete 
misconception of the meaning of the elec- 
tion and of the task of the Government. 
No one doubts that tariffs in some form, 
and in any circumstances which seem 
likely to arise, must take an early and a 
prominent place in the deliberations of the 
Government and of Parliament. That is 
why, at the very beginning, every member 
who sincerely believes in the spirit of 
national co-operation between parties—the 
main issue of victory at the election—and 
who wishes to make that co-operation |ast- 
ing and fruitful, must béware of fiscal 
obsessions either on the one side or on 
the other. 

The warning against such obsessions is 


| perceptible, even in the results of the 


i 


election. Candidates, whether Socialist or 
Liberal, who made the dogmatic defence of 
free trade the chief issue were in nearly 
every case overwhelmingly defeated; but 
candidates who 1iost prominently received 
the support of dogmatic protectionists 
were either defeated, even though they 
stood as national candidates, or succeeded 
by a much less overwhelming margin than 
the national champions elsewhere. The 
electorate have not answered an appeal 
from rabid protectionists, however deci. 
sively they may have rejected an appeal 
from rabid free traders. What they have 
answered is the Prime Minister's apnea! 
for liberty to use any and every method. 
including tariffs, which, by maintaining 
the halance of the Budget and restoring 
the balance of trade, may give stability to 
the incomes and the savings of all classes 
of the people.

Mr. BLYTHE said that the bill was intro- 
duced, because it was feared that actual or 
expected changes in the tariff policy of Great 
Britain might result in the diversion to this 
country of very large quantities of gouds. 
Goods might be removed from bond in Eng- 
land, and dumped here in such a way as to 
deprive for months certain industries of their 
market. The bill would give power to the 
Executive Council to order in such cases the 
imposition of a Customs duty, which order 
should be ratified by the Dail within ten 
sitting days of the imposition. 

The MINISTER intimated that 
proposed to take the second hata at 7 
o’clock that night after Deputies had had an 
opportunity of reading the bill, which would 
be circulated in:mediately. 

Mr. R. ANTHONY (Ind. Labour, Cork) 
welcomed the bill.

TARIFF COMMISSION’S DUTY. 


The Executive, therefore, came to the 
conclusion that they should take power to 
take the initial steps to deal with such a 
situation. Because of the close proximity 
of Ireland to Great Britain, and because of 
the fact that labels or wrappers on goods 
sent to England from other countries would 
be printed in English, it made the Free 
State a natural place where goods could be 
dumped. They believed that there were 
many cases where there might be a measure 
of. bt as to whether a duty should be 
continued at a particular rate or for a par- 
ticular period, and they proposed to enable 
the Executive Council to submit to the 
Tariff Commission, immediately after a 
tariff has been imposed, the question of its 
continuation, variation or termination, and 
the Tariff Commission could hear evidence 


and present:a report. 

The abject of this bill was not to prevent 
the importation of cheap goods, previded that 
it was legitimate importation, and provided 
that they were not dumped here below the 
cost of production, and in such a way as to 
make it impossible for the Irish manu- 
facturers to compete. Where there was any 
doubt about the absolute need for the 
matter, the intention would be to refer it 
unmediately to the Tariff Commission for 
investigation, and, meantime, steps would 
have been taken, and such duty would be 
imposed as would make it impossible for 
this market to be flooded with goods. 


FOREIGN MATCHES.

THE CRISIS IN BRITAIN. 


DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
also welcomed the bill, and said that it 
was obvious that there could be no 
hope for the country if its economic policy 
rethained linked up with the finances of the 
British Empire. The future of the country 
lay in whatever Government was in power 
endeavouring to build up the potentialities 
of the country, and the crisis in England, 
whatever repercussions it might have -had, 
had driven them more and more into t!.em- 
selves. It was an excellent opportunity for 
bringing back the capital invested abroad. 

Mr. J. J. BYRNE (Govt., Dublin N.) said 
that under the bill, if there was a flow of 
dumped goods coming into the country, 't 
could easily be checked. Russian sweets 
were, he asserted; being imported into the 
Saorstat, where they are selling below cost 
of production bere, and he hoped that the 
terms -of the. bill would. be applied to the 
Sweet industries. He believed that the 
measure should be, permanent, and he hoped 
that the Minister would consider the 
advisability of extending the period and scope 
of the bill. . :

FOLLOWING BRITISH. POLICY. 


Mr. LITTLE - ,F., Waterford) said that 
Free ‘Government, was merely fol- 
lowing British policy in the matter of tariffs. 
‘he bill was timid in its nature, and was 
not permanent, as he believed that it should 
be. he bill might protect industries 
which had been established, but it 
would not build up new industries. 
It was onl to prevent dumping, 
and, on the whole, the measure, though it 
was in the right direction, was quite 
inadequate. 

Mr." BRISCOE (F.F., Dublin, South) 
pointed out that when British currency was 
affected the Free State felt the shock. The 
pound might fall still further—it would be 
some time before it reached its value—and if 
England could not buy in foreign markets 
the Free State might have accidental pros- 
perity through selling to England when 
values remained equal, 

He asked the Minister to state what steps, 
in that event, he would take to prevent 
this country from being sold out. Further, 
he would like the Minister to state if the 
people were always going to be tied by 
“whatever goes on next door” in relation 
to financial exchange. ' 

Mr. BRISCOE, concluding, said that if 
they wanted to pretend to have a tariff policy, 
then they should make some attempt to 
judge the position from the country’s require- 
ments, láir hen the angle which would bring 
results to the 
money and prosperity. 

Mr. F. AIKEN (F.F., Louth) said that the 
Government was unable to make up its mind 
regarding a protective policy for native 
industries.

DEALING WITH AN EMERGENCY. 


The MINISTER FOR FINANCE said 
that they had restricted this bill in various 
ways, because they knew that everybody 
who wanted a tariff always alleged dumping. 
Dumping seemed to be understood in the 
sense that Deputy Aiken interpreted the 
word, as meaning importation. he Govern- 
ment were not against importation of goods 
in the ordinary way. So far as the dump- 
ing of ordinary goods was concerned, the 
Government were satisfied that that could 
be met by the machinery which existed 
before this bill was introduced.. They 
were likely because of their geographical 
position, and the matter of language to 
which he had already referred to be sub- 
jected to dumping of an extraordinary and 
unprecedented sos Á and they must be pre- 
pared to protest their manufacturers against 
that sort of dumping—dumping that would 
in a week close a factory or cut off three- 
fourths of the market ; 

That bill was introduced to deal witi the 
emergency which they were likely to be 
faced with, because of a change in tariff 
policy in Great Britain. He did not think 
that there was any dumping of clothing and 
bacon as would cause them to anticipate any 
recommendation from the Tariff Conimis- 
sion. This was not a panic measure. It 
was a measure which had been in view for 
a long time, as the class. of measure that 
might have to be introduced in consequence 
of a change in Great Britain's policy.

AMENDMENTS DEFEATED. 


On the Committee stage of the bill, 

Mr. LEMASS said that Section One 
empowered the Executive Committee’ to 
impose a Customs Duty on any particular 
description of goods where the Minister for 
Industry and Commercé reported that such 
action was necessary to prevent expected 
dumping arising out of financial or other 
events in other countries. He moved an 
amendment to delete the words “‘ arising out 
of financial or other events in other 
countries” Their inclusion would restrict 
the scope of the bill and the powers of the 
Executive Council, and he was not clear that 
the bill could be made effective to deal with 
dumping. 

The minister said that they did not want 
to deal with any dumping, except dumping 
that might arise out of some such situation 
as they had in Kngiand, or out of a 
sensational collapse of currency in some other 
country, or something special that would lead 
to dumping on an altogether unprecedented 
scale, that made immediate action necessary. 
The words objected to were vague, and were 
put in more as a headline than as a phrase 
that would tie the Executive Council. 

Mr. HUGO FLINN (F.F., Cork) said that 
the intentions of the bill should be definite, 
and not left as vague as the Minister wished. 
It should be made clear what power it was 
intended to give and how that power was to 
be used. e also objected to limiting the 
operation of the bill to nine months. 

The amendment was defeated by 74 votes 
to 60. Fianna and Labour made the minority.

TOURIST TRADE. 


Mr. Herbért. Yeomans, buyer and manager 
of the linen department of Messrs. J. W. 
Dowden and Co., Ltd., said that a consider- 
able portion. of their trade in damasks was 
done with tourists. They did little business 
in Free State damasks, as their quality and 
range could not compete with the products 
of Northern Ireland. A tariff would increase 
the price of Northern Ireland goods and 
drive the tourist trade out of the Free State. 
Numerous varieties of lettered and em- 
broidered goods were sold, and he had not 
been shown any of these articles made in the 
Free State. He went on to say that Free 
State damask had been offered to him for 
the first time about six weeks ago. One 
sample was marked ' made in Dublin” and 
another “ made in Ireland,’’ but he did not 
know where. He also was shown sampies of 
Free State bedcovers, but’ if he bought them 
for sale in his establishment he would get 
the sack. 

Mr. Daniel Cronin, manager in the linen 
department of Messrs. Cash and Co., Cork, 
said that the greater part of his firm’s trade 
in damasks was with tourists in the summer 
time. All these goods were made outside 
the Free State. As a Free State firm, they 
consistently supported goods of local manu- 
facture, but they had not been shown any 
fine linen goods locally made which would 
appeal to their customers. 


ORGANISATION FAULTY? 

If a damask cloth made at Harold’s Cross 
of the quality and design produced could be 
obtained at the right price business could be 
done. Witness said he had never seen a 
sample from that factory before. If he had 
known there was damask being made in the 
Free State he would have bought it if 
quality, design and price ‘were right. He 
thought that the sales organisation of Free 
State manufacturers was somewhat faulty. 

The Chairman said that he could not 
understand why the opposition had not been 

iven an opportunity of seeing what the Free 

tate factories could produce. © The Com- 
mission ‘had seen much better work at the 
factory. 

Mr. R. J. Kidney, secretary of the 
Merchant ‘Drapers’ Association of Dublin, 
Ltd., said that his Association had unani- 
mously agreed to oppose the application. The 
position, -however, had been . somewhat 
changed during the hearing, as the applica- 
tion had been rather whittled down. 

Mr. John Wallace, Messrs. Switzer and Co., 
Ltd., said that he had no prejudice against 
Free State mills. If they gave value equal to 
other manufacturers, he would give them pre- 
ference. He was surprised to learn that some 
of the finer linens produced were made in the 
Free State. 

Replying to the Chairman, witness said 
that the damask linen and embroidery trades 
were very important. They bought their 
linen sheets in Belfast, not having been 
offered any from the Free State. His firm 
had bought Free State damask cloths, but 
there was not a sufficient variety. 

Mr. Lugh Neary, Messrs, Arnott and Co., 
Ltd., said that m his department he had 
always given agi ys to Irish mills, having 
regard to quality and price. The finer linens 
exposed that day had not been brought to his 
notice. From the examples of ticken pro- 
duced he was satisfied that the Irish mills 
could supply what was wanted, if the price 
was right. The difficulty was that the Belgian 
product was substantially cheaper. 

The Commission adjourned until to-day.

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THE ELECTIONS. 

One of the principal considerations will 
be the ultimate decision of the Executive 
Council as to the date of the general election, 
or, in the event of that being ruled out till 
September next, then the date of the by- 
elections, which must, in that alternative, 
take place very soon. It is fairly obvious 
that. the announcement of an increase in 
direct or indirect taxation on the eve of an 
appeal to the constituencies would be a 
tactical blunder, There is not, of course, 
any necessity for immediate action in this 
respect, and Mr. Blythe has every oppor- 
tunity to choose his own time. 

In the parliamentary lobbies yesterday 
there was again much discussion as to the 
probable date of the election. It appears 
that at the meeting of the Government Party 
members on Tuesday night much advice was 
given to the Executive. The prevailing 
i appeared to be in favour of a general 
election before or immediately after 
Christmas. Many cogent reasons were given 
in ~ ort of this view. While the President 
and Ministers listened to the views of their 
supporters with interest, they showed no 
indication to communicate their own views. 
In the end, as one member put it, the vital 
decision was left in the wel of the Execu- 
tive Council.

BELFAST MERCHANT’S VIEWS. 
From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 


BELFAST, Wednesday. 

The evidence given at the Tariff Commis- 
sion yesterday to the effect that linen goods 
frem Belfast are dumped into the Free State 
below the cost of producing similar goods 
in the South is not generally credited by 
leaders of the linen trade in Belfast. 

One manufacturer said to me to-day: “ The 
amount of goods from the Northern linen 
industry exported to the Free State is only 
a very small part of the total output of the 
Northern mills and factories, as our greatest 
markets are found in the United States and 
overseas. 

“I recognise, ' he added, “that the manu- 
facturers in the Free State are quite right 
to make as good a case as possible to pro- 
tect themselves just as the linen industry in 
the North of Ireland did before the Safe- 
cuarding Commission in Great Britain, and 
as we nope to do again, to obtain protection 
upon the British market which is much 
larger and of more value to us than the 
restrictel market m the Free State. 

“It is hardly likely that we would con- 
tinue selling below cost, particularly as there 
is now a growing demand from all quarters 
for linen goods, and thé «price of raw 
material is rising. It is not Naprobable that 
there may have been some manufacturers in 
the recent past who had stocks of material 
which they had to liquidate, and in a falling 
market they may have sacrificed these goods 
below the cost price. That has been not an 
unusual experience in the linen industry since 
the boom period of 1920-22, and it has 
affected linen sales, not only in the Free 
‘State, but in Northern Ireland, and, indeed, 
all over the world.” 


CONTINENTAL LINEN. 


He further pointed out that large quantities 
of Continental linen were sold, even by 
retailers in Belfast, belew the cost at which

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CONSIGNMENTS OF JOB GOODS. 


Amplifying his statement before the Tariff 
Commission, Mr. B. Allen, of Messrs. 
Usher and Co., Drogheda, speaking to an 
Irish Times reporter yesterday, said that in 
normal circumstances the trade carried on by 
Belfast firms with Dublin and the Irish Free 
State generally was small, but now when a 
great slice of their export trade had dwindled 
away they were sending greater quantities 
into the bas State, with harmful results to 
Free State firms. The prices at which the 
Belfast goods were being sold in the twenty- 
six counties did not represent the actual cost 
of production, but it was being sold so that it 
should not remain on their hands, involving 
them in heavy loss. 

It was bad enough, said Mr. Allen, to have 
other countries dumping oe into the Free 
State, but it was infinitely worse when the 
Six Counties’ manufacturers started the same 
game. It was a peculiar type of unfair com- 
petition, and when giving his evidence before 
the Tariff Commission he —— the full 
facts should be known: Job goods were being 
dumped into the Free State in very big con- 
signments, he asserted. 

Speaking about the. value of imperial pre- 
ference, with particular reference to Irish 
trade with Australia, Mr. Allen said that they 
could not sell certain goods in Dublin, because 
Belgian firms, who got into the Free State 
without the payment of a Customs duty, were 
able to undercut the normal Irish price. In 
Australia, Free State firms, or his firm at 
least, could sell certain lines of goods in 
Australia against Belgian competition, because 
the Belgian manufacturers had to pay a tariff 
of 15 per cent., while Free State goods were 
permitted into the country almost free of 
duty. 

ie was, he admitted, a strange position, but 
nevertheless a true one, and one which should 
weigh in the minds of those whose earnest 
desire it was to protect home industries.

EMPIRE BUILDER. 


The history of Ireland should to-day be 
written not as the history of a people down- 
trodden for generations, but of a people who, 
no matter where they travelled, always had 
risen to the highest eminence. In the past 
Ireland had made the British Empire; 
nowadays she was being accused of breaking 
it. The eighteenth century marked the hey- 
day of the Irish nation in the world at large. 
It was as emissaries of peace that the Irish 
became known in Europe. Let them hope 
that their participations in the proceedings 
of the League of Nations would bring back 
to them once again that reputation for peace 
which the world for centuries had been led 
to forget. . 

From the time of the “ Flight of the Wild 
Geese ” down to their own day France had 
owed much to Irish contributions to the blood 
of her nation, and a like story to that of the 
Irish in the service of France could be found 
in the histories of Spain, of Austria and, in 
a lesser degree, of Russia. From Chile to 
China, the Irish had made for themselves a 
reputation second to none. Well might Pre- 
sident Cosgrave frequently impress upon his 
American audiences that there were more who 
could call themselves by the name of Irish 
within the confines of the United States than 
there were within the old country itself. 
There was no doubt that there was a great 
deal in the saying that England lost America 
in Ireland, and one could almost add that 
Ireland obtained her present status in 
America. 


SILKEN BONDS. 


In their haste to get rid of the overlord- 
ship of England they had displayed a spirit 
which seemed to disregard their responsi- 
bilities in the matter. Their continuance 
within the silken bonds of the British Common- 
wealth was essential if only as the spolkgsman 
of that greater Ireland which lay outside 
their confines. The great island continent 
of Australia, the great Dominion of Canada, 
the Empire that was called India, all of these 
owed an immense debt of gratitude to the 
contributions of the Irish race. Their co- 
equality with them on the occasion of an 
Imperial Conference was not only their due, 
but their prerogative, and should give to 
them not the status of a youngest child, but 
the leadership of a mother.

THE “ RED MONSTER.” 


Having traced the doings of the Irish 
soldiers in the service of France, Spain, 
Austria, Russia, Poland, Sweden, Italy, and 
Great Britain in the various wars down to 
the present day, he said :—‘‘ Of the last war 
I hate to speak, on account of the hideous 
trail of misery and sufferings which it has 
left behind it. It gave birth to the red 
monster which threatens our civilisation and 
our Christianity—the red monster whose 
tentacles are heing spread all over Europe, 
especially on those nations which are known 
to be essentially Catholic. At first Catholic 
Hungary was attacked by Bela Khun and 
his horsemen, but there the tentacle 
of the monster was mercilessly crushed. 
In Bavaria the attack was made by Kart 
Eisner and his Russian auxiliaries, and there 
again the tentacle was crushed. Quite re- 
cently another tentacle was thrown over 
Catholic Spain, but God alone knows what ‘s 
going to happen there. At present we are 
told another tentacle yet is about to fall 
heavily on Catholic Ireland, but the Irish, 
to whatever political party or whatever 
denomination they belong, will know how to 
deal with this menace. 


BRITISH FRIENDSHIP. 


Senator James Touglas, seconding the 
motion, said that it was true that since the 
Treaty this country had. not ceased at any 
time to emphasise its independence before the 
nations of the world, but whilst no oppor- 
tunity was being lost to emphasise the inde- 
pendence of the Irish Free State, they had 
grown more friendly and more close to Great 
Britain and the British Commonwealth. It 
was a rratter of considerable satisfaction that 
never before were the relations with Great 
Britain more friendly, and never before was 
the independence of this country more clearly 
emphasised.

MENT PROBLEM. 


TRADE UNION APPEAL TO 
GOVERNMENTS. 


_—— 

The following resolution was adopted by 
the National Executive of the Irish Trade 
Union Congress, at a meeting held in 
Dublin :— 

‘The National Executive of the Irish 
Trade Union Congress, having before it 
reports from various parts of the country, 
desires to direct the attention of the Govern. 
ments of the Free State and of Northern 
Ireland to. the very serious unemployment 
problem now existing, and urges upon them 
the necessity of taking immediate steps to 
provide work or adequate maintenance in 
order to alleviate the very great suffering and 
hardship that is being endured by the workers 
and their families, and which is bound to be 
aggravated by the coming winter.” 

Mr. Eamon Lynch, Secretary of the 
Executive, told an /rish Times representative 
vesterday that copies of the resolution had 
been sent to Lord Craigavon, Prime Minister 
of Northern Ireland, and President Cosgrave 

Mr. Lynch said that the Executive 
Council had called on its councils at various 
centres throughout Ireland to organise public 
meetings, and that speakers would be pro 
vided from headquarters, in order that a full 
statement of the acute unemployment problem 
existing at the present time might be put 
before the public. 

He stated that the official. unemployment 
figures did not convey accurately the number 
of persons out of work, as many agricultural 
workers and domestic servants were not 
insured under the Unemployment Insurance 
Acts. In addition: to those there were many 
persons who,- through continued. unemploy- 
ment, had run out of benefit, and, therefore, 
were not included in the official returns. | 

The céssation of eartain industries in the 
South and the peculiar problems which 
affected the Northern linen and ‘shipbuilding 
trades were, said Mr. Lynch, contributory 
factors to the dire distress caused by unem- 
ployment in Ireland to day.

5. The creation of a committee of three, to act 
independently of the committee of management, 
and nominated for a period of six years by the 
Council of Internationals. This committee will 
znarantee that all French international teams con- 
duct themselves in a right and proper manner, and 
will also be responsible for every member of a 
French international team being an amateur in the 
full sense of the word.

making statements on any old age pension case 
about which they had information. They had 
all the machinery at their. disposal to make 
‘any statements that they wished. The change 
in the procedure was that deputies were not 
allowed to approach deciding officers, to 
whom they had often gone with long lists of cases 
‘about which .they had really no first-hand 
information. Often attempts were made to 
‘overbear the judgment of deciding officers, 
pot by facts, but by pleading. Two things 
had become clear to him as Minister. First, 
that the appeals section of ‘the Department 
was not getting a fair chance te.carry out its 
work, and, secondly, sub-committees were 
being led to feel that it was pressure and re- 
presentations at headquarters that were going 
to be the vital factors in deciding cases, 
rather than their own investigations. 

He was determined that the appeals section 
would have an opportunity of dealing with 
appeals in the calm atmosphere of the facts 
put before them, and not in the atmosphere 
created by deputies coming with arguments 
in particular cases, and he was going to keep 
absolutely clear im the eyes of the sub-com- 
mittees ‘the absolute fairness and impartiality 
of the Department. 

Mr. CORRY. (Fianna Fail, Cork E.) said that 
he was a member of an Old Age Pensions’ 
Committee for a good many years, and he 
had never seen a pension’s officer present at 
the meetings. He maintained that every man 
end woman who worked on the land who had 
reached the age of seventy, ahd who had 
worked for a long period, was entitled to a 
pension—far better entitled to it “‘than the 
gentlemen who served two or three years in 
the buckshee Army.”’. (Laughter.)

DICTATION TESTS IN SCHOOLS. 
Mr. P. HOGAN (Labour, Clare) asked the 
Minister for Education if he would consider 


i the advisability of having a dictation test in- 


cluded in all future examinations held under 
the direction of the Department for pupils of 
primary and secondary schools for the certi- 
ficates of the Department and for scholarships 
of all kinds.

POST OFFICE ENGINEERING 


WORK. 

Replying to Mr. Briscoe, Mr. HEFFERNAN, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Minister for 
Posts and Telegraphs, said that five of the 
temporary engineering workmen recently dis- 
charged in the Dublin area suffered reductions 
varying from 11d, to 2s. 9d. a week. on being 
graded for skilled work. This disparity was 
increased to 2s. 4d. and 4s. 2d. respectively, 
as at the date of the determination of their 
employment. Six other men received equivalent 
or slightly enhanced wages on re-grading, but. 
when discharged they were in receipt of wages 
varying from 1s. 2d. to 4s. 2d. a week lower 
than their former rate as labourers. No 
promise of permanency or continuous employ- 
ment had been held out to the men concerned.

Mr. BLYTHE (for the Minister for Agri- 
culture) said that warnings had been conveyed 
to farmers through every channel that the 
crop was likely to fail unless early and 
thorough: spraying was carried out. Some 
growers took no notice of the warnings, and 
their crops were partially destroyed by blight 
As the crop is only now being raised it is 
not possible to give a reliable estimate of the 
total yield, but the yields are very variable. 
On the whole, there is no reason to fear that 
the potato crop will be msufficient for house- 
hold consumption and seed purposes.

PLANTING PREPARATIONS. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly Irish 
Times, the Garden Corviapendent SAYS; 

Be it fruit trees, fruit bushes, or shrubs, holes 
taken out in readiness should be suffi- 
ciently large to ailow roots to be properly 
spread out, and the pudding basin shaped 
hole is the worst for our purpose, unless 
it be the inverted basin giving a convex 
instead of concave form—the convex, of 
course, in modified form, in which ‘the 
roots have a downward tendency. Where 
staking is required—and there must be 
no wobbling with newly-planted subjects 
to rupture fibrous roots under formation 
—that is best done ere tree or bush is 
put into position; care will be taken not 
to plant deeper than has obviously been 
hefore, and so far as possible roots, apart 
from spreading out, if sufficient of them, 

will be in layers with soil worked between 
anu made firm as filling in proceeds.
